In response to the Office action of June 18, 2003, please amend the 
above-identified application as follows: 



IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 1 (currently amended). A crackle finish for a surface comprising 
a base coat of a latex paint or stain disposed on the surface, a crackle medium 
^^^disposed on the base coat, said crackle medium adapted to contract when a water- 
based stain or paint is applied, a coat of latex wood filler disposed on the crackle 
medium whereby the latex wood filler forms raised islands or domains separated by 
cracks or valleys revealing glimpses of the underlaying base coat. 




Claim 2 (original). The crackle finish of claim 1 wherein the crackle 
medium is tack dried before the latex wood filler is applied.
